Firefighters were called to a business when the wrong chemical leaked into a drum causing a 
reaction when it mixed with the other chemical. Seven workers in the building where the 
reaction occurred were contained for a short time to prevent exposure to the fumes, but were 
later released. A two-block radius around the incident was cordon off. 


While unloading, a pail fell and was damaged. An employee was overwhelmed by the fumes 
and sought treatment and returned to work the same day. 


All other spills were minor transportation spills.
